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GOVERNOR JOSEPH M.. TERRELL AT HIS DESK 
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Washington, D. C., October 27.—Wu 
Ting-fang, who has been the minister of 
the Chinese empire to the United States 
since May 1, 1897, has been recalled to 
China by an edict of the emperor, cabled 
to Minister Wu today by the Chinese for- 
eign office. The edict is peremptory, Mr. 
Wu being ‘directed to return to China at 
as early a date as possible, even the route 
by which he is to voyage from this coun- 
try being indicate. 

The edict informs Mr. Wu that he has 
been appointed minister of commerce in 
association with Chang Chi Tung. He 
takes the position just vacated by Sheng, 
whose father died recently. Under a pe- 
cullar provision of Chinese law, when 
an Officeholder loses by death his father 
or mother, he vacates his office and he is 
not eligible to hold office again for three 
years, although by custom the period of 
his official mourning ig reduced to twen- 
ty-seven months. Mr. Wu said today that 
he might be able to leave this country 
in about three weeks, but the precise 
date of his departure has not been de- 
termined. 

Mr. Wu also received a cablegram an- 
nouncing that h¢ had been appointed one 
of the two.members of. a commission to 
negotiate commercial treaties with for- 
eign powers. He will be at the head of 
this commission and will associate with 
him Mr. Lu, who, until about a year ago, 
was the Chinese minister to Germany. 
As Mr. Wu has been ordered to proceed 
directly to Shanghai, it is probable that 
the headquarters of the commission will 
be in that city. 

Mr. ‘Wu will be accompanied to China 
by Mme. Wu and some members of his 
personal suite, but he said ‘today that 
whether he. would leave his young son in 
this country had not been determined. 
He desires that his gon should have a 
good American education and he may con- 
clude to leave him in the United States, 
at least, for a time. 

Mr. Wu expressed great regret at his 
sudden recall! from this country, although 
he is not unappreciative of the honor done 
him by his government. He said today 
that the American people had been most 
kind to him, and he should carry away 
with him the pleasantest memories of his 
sojourn in the United States. He always 
had endeavored, he said, to promote cor- 
dial relations between this country and 
China, and that effort would be continued 
when he returned to live among his own 
people. 

In official and diplomatic circles the 
news of the early departure of Mr. Wu 
was received with sincere regret. For 
years he has been one of the most popular 
members of the diplomatic corps. 

Mr. Wu expects to leave the legation 
in charge of the first secretary, Mr. Shen 
Tung. No advices have been received as 
tot he probable time of the arrival of the 
new minister. 


New York, October 27.—Mrs. Florence 
Rogers, daughter of Mrs. Katherine J. 
Adams, of whose murder Roland B. Moli- 
neux is accused, was the most conspicu- 
ous witness on the stand at the trial 
today, Her appearance attracted an un- 
usual crowd of women, who followed fhe 
examination of the witness with the keen- 
est attention. Mrs. Rogers was subject- 
ed to a close examination regarding her 
relations with Harry Cornish, but little 
that was significant was elicited in this 
line of inquiry. Mrs. Rogers related the 
circumstances of her mother’s death im- 
mediately after she handed her the pol- 
son and identified the glass in which 
the fatal draught was administered and 
from which, she said, she afterwards saw 
Cornish drink. The greater part of the 
session was devoted to the examination 
of handwriting experts, who testified to 
the identity of specimens of the admitted 
handwriting of Molineux with the address 
on the poison package and that of the 
disputed letters. 

There was a rumor about the court 
house after adjournment of the Molineux 
case today that Mr. Osborne will close 
the case for the prosecution before the 
adjournment of court tomorrow. It is 
understood that he has two bank cash- 
lers and two professional experts in hand- 
writing to call beside Mr. Harpster, and 
that these will conclude his list of wit- 
nesses. If that be so, and Mr. Osborne 
would neither confirm nor deny it, the 
case will probably reach the jury § be- 
fore Saturday.

strike commission today, In 
the hearing room of the interstate come- 
merce commission, held its first confer- 
ence with the parties to the controversy 
in the anthracite regions. There was @ 
full representation of both operators and 
miners, and members’ of the press and a 
number of other interested parties were 
present. 

The commission occupied the elevated 
Seats generally filled by members of the 
interstate commerce commission, Judge 
Gray, a* president, occupying the center, 
and Messrs. Wright, Watkins and Clark 
the seats to the right of him in the 
order named, while General Wilson, 
Bishop Spalding and Mr. Parker sat on 
the left in the order of their names. 

The proceedings covered about two 
hours’ time and were given up entirely 
to a discussion of the time and method 
of proceeding with the proposed investi- 
gation. 

The commission decided to begin its 
work next Thursday morning at 98 
o'clock, the first days of the investiga- 
tion to be devoted to a physical examina- 
tion of the mines and the homes of the 
miners, starting in the vicinity of Scran- 
ton. The entire anthracite field will be 
covered. There was considerable discus- 
sion over a proposition made by the com- 
mission to have expert accountants ap- 
pointed to audit the statements of wages 
and classification of miners to be made 
by the operators for the use of the com- 
mission, but no result was reached on 
this point beyond the announcement by 
the chairman of the commission's inten- 
tion to appoint such an accountant in 
case his services should be found neces- 
sary. 


In his first message to the legislature, 
which will probably be sent in Friday, 
Governor Terrell will lay great stress up- 
on a plan already briefly outlined in his 
jnaugural address, which, if adopted, will 
provide abundant instruction in agricul- 
tural principles in Georgia, and do away 
with any further agitation looking to the 
removal of the agricultural college sup- 
ported by the Morrill fund from the state 
yniversity at Athens. 

Governor Terrell’s plan, briefly, is, to 
wee the fund derived from the inspection 
of fertilizers in the state to establish 
agricultural colleges in each.congressional 
district, letting the counties of the dis- 
trict bid for the location of it. 

This plan has been put into operation 
in Ohio, Illinois and Alabama, where it 
is working with success, and lowa is pre- 
paring to make a trial of it. 

Governor Terrell spoke briefly of this 
matter at times during the campaign, 
and in his inaugural address he stated he 
thought the fertilizer inspection fund 
should be used for the purpose of es- | 
tablishing these institutions in each con- 
gressional district of the state. He is 

_ firmly convinced that the plan is a good 

one, having studied its operation in other 
states, and his recommendation in favor 
of its adoption will be one of the leading 
features of his coming message. 

Some of the governor's friend's in speak- 
Ing of the matter said he seemed to be 
giving more attention to agriculture than 
anything else, but it is not at all un- 
natural for him to go back to early train- 
ing. 

What the Plan Contemplates. 

' Governor Terrell’s idea is to establish 
yen agricultural college.in,querx mongres- 
» Bic al district in the state. The ma- 
| chinery for such establishment is to be 
set in motion, in the event the plan is 
carried out, by letting each county bid 
for the site. There will be required for 
each college of this kind 200 acres of 
land and the necessary buildings, which 
many counties will be glad to give to se- 
cure the location within its borders of 
stich an institution. 

The fund derived from the inspection 
of fertilizers in Georgia amounts to be- 
tween $35,000 and $40,000, and this now 
g0es into the general school fund. Its 
use for the purpose of establishing these 
agricultural colleges, however, will in no 
sense cripple the school fund, because 
under the new convict lease there !{s a 
certainty of the state’s getting at least 
$7%5.000 to $100,000 more for the labor of 
the convicts, all of which goes to the 
schoo] fund, and this will more than off- 
set the amount taken from the fertilizer 
inspection fund for the purpose stated. 

It is estimated that $3.000 a year will 
Tun one of these institutions in the best 
shape, and for the eleven congressional 
Gistricts this. makes a total of $33,000. 

Ultimately it is the intention to have 
farmers’ institutes and experimental sta- 
tions established at each one of these 
Sgricultural colleges, these to be run at 
the expense of the federal government. 
An appropriation can be secured from 
congress for this purpose, the money be- 
ing disbursed by the agricultural depart- 
Ment of the United States. 

Advantage to University. 

The adoption of such a plan, which 
Governor Terrell will show is entirely 
feasible, will entirely do away with the 
fight over the agricultural college at the 
State university at Athens.

TO BARBARISM 


That Statement Made by Rev. 
J, L. Murphy in Lecture 
on Negro, 


Muscatine, Ia., October 27.—(Special.)— 
Consternation was caused here by .Rev. 
J. L. Murpay, of the English Lutheran 
church, who said in a lecture on the race 
problem that the study of the sociologi- 
cal cendition of the negro today proves 
that he is deteriorating in this country, 
will later lapse into barbarism and finally 
become extinct. He points out that be- 
fore the war the negro was trustworthy, 
and the nonor of any woman of the south 
was safe without the protection of. whit” 
men. Today, however, a white woman 
scarcely dares venture forth alone. 

Mr. Murphy says that not only is the 
black man becoming degraded morally 
in the south, but also physically. ».Phy- 
sicians testify that he is more susceptible 
to diseases tnan a few years ago, and 
especially in pylmonary troubles. Pneu- 
monia is almost always fatal. The posi- 
tion taken by Mr. Murphy is that in time 
the progressive class of blacks will tire 
of the conditions in this country and re- 
turn to their former African home to 
teach their fellow-blacks, while those left 
in this country will then rapidly become 
extinct.

Differences on. the - Naval 
Board of Construction Re- 
sult in Two Reports. 


Washington, October 27.—The differences 
between the majority and: the minority of 
the navqal board on-construction over the 
question as to whether speed or power 
was to predominate in the big armored 
cruisers authorized by the last congress 
took official form today.in-the shape of 
two reports submitted to Acting Secre- 
tary Darling. The majority report, in 
favor of power, is signed by four mem- 
bers—Admirals O'Neill, Bradford and 
Bowles and Captain Sigsbee, while En- 
gineer in Chief Melville, who argues for 
speed, signs the minority report.

Echo of Controversy Before United 
Stales Supreme Bench, 


Lawyer Speaks of Sampson as Pres- 
ent at the Battle of Santiago, 
and Justice Harlan Inter- 
rupts to Ask ‘‘Pres- 
ent Where?”

Washington, October 27.—There was a 
brief reminder of the Sampson-Schley 
controversy in the United States supreme 
court today in connection with the case 
entitled, ‘“‘The United States versus W. T. 
Sampson, rear admiral, and others,’’ in- 
volving the distribution of prize money 
because of the capture of the Spanish 
cruiser Infanta Maria Teresa, in the bat- 
tle of Santiago. 

The case came up for argument, and 
before the argument had begun Chief 
dustice Fuller suggested the-necessity of 
substituting some other name for that 
of Admiral Sampson, in view of the ad- 
miral’s death. The court manifested a 
disposition to demur to a suggestion that 
the case proceed under its present title, 
urging that the name of some other naval 
officer could be used—‘‘that,”’ he said, ‘‘of 
Admiral Schiey, or some one else.”’ 

The name of Admiral Schley did not 
appear to meet with the approval of the 
attorneys representing the naval officers. 
One of them, James H. Hayden, respond- 
‘ed that there would be some difficulty 
about making a substitution. 

-. “If,” the. said, ‘‘thére is to be a substi- 
tution, there remains but one mah who 


was an officer of the fleet, and that is 
Captain Chadwick; who was Admiral 
Sampson’s chief of staff. Admiral Schley’s 
duties were limited to the command of 
a division of the fleet.’’ 

‘“T had thought it possible,’’ responded 
the chief justice, ‘‘that it might be a 
question of rank or title,’’ 

To the suggestion Mr. Hayden replied: 
“If Admiral Sampson had not been pres- 
ent and in command, then Admiral] Schley 
would have been in command of the fleet, 
but ag he was present and in command—”’

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ON BRITISH RULE 


Impassioned Spaech by William 
O'Brien in the Commons 


He Charges That Wyndham Is Using 
| England’s Power to Enable Land- 
| lords to. Play Their Own 
Game — Close Shave 
for Government. 


London, October 27.—An impassioned 
condemnation of British rule in Ireland 
was again heard tonight from the na- 
tionalist section of the house of com- 
‘mons. The proceedings were occasionally 
‘interrupted by the taunts with which 
‘these scenes are regularly accompanied. 

With the assistance of a number of lib- 
eral members, including Sir Henry Camp- 
bell-Bannerman and Sir William Ver- 
non Harcourt, the nationalists mustered 
sufficient votes to permit William O’Brien 
to move the adjournment of the house for 
the purpose of discussing the proclama- 
tion of the crimes act in Ireland. Mr. 
O’Brien argued that the harsh adminis- 
tration of this act was endangering the 
peace of Ireland. He accused the chief 
secretary of Ireland, Mr. Wyndham, of 
employing England's power to enable the 
territorial! magnates of Ireland to play 
their own game. 

He contended that Dublin was much 
more peaceable than Birmingham and 
said the Irish were prepared to make gen- 
erous terms with the landlords if the lat- 
ter would act as Irishmen instead of pos- 
ing as ‘“‘countryless half-slaves, Anglo- 
frish octoroons.”’ 

Other Irishmen having spoken, Mr. 
Wyndham, in defense of the government, 
said illegal intimidation must be sup- 
pressed; and although he disliked to use 
military terms, he declared that pending 
the settlement of peace between the con- 
tending forces the fighting must eo on, a 
statement which exerted a fresh out- 
burst, the nationalist members shouting 
“a very foolish observation,” and ‘‘we ac- 
cept the challenge,’’ etc. Mr. Wyndham 
eontinued by citing numerous cases of 
boycotting and concluded his speech by 
declaring it was hopeless to persuade 
parliament to deal with the land ques- 
tion while this system of intimidation 
prevailed. 

Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman blamed 
the government for refusing facilities for 
the discussion of Irish matters and de- 
clared that Mr. Wyndham had failed to 
justify the enforcement of the crimes act. 
He said that after ten years of resolute 
government Ireland had ‘‘a crimes act for 
its magna charta and a Sergeant Sheridan 
as the embodiment of law and order.”’

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Situation in Atlanta Declared 
‘To Be Serious 


There Is Coal in Sufficient Quantities 
at Mines, But Rolling Stock 
Cannot be Secured—Coid 
Snap Would Boost 
Prices. 


Notwithstanding the settlement of the 
great strike, the coal situation in Atlanta 
has never been more grave and serious 
than it is today. 

A shortage in rolling stock and motive 
power in the coal-carrying railroads is 
responsible and the chances are that 
the combustible that is now retailing at 
$5.50 and $6 will go still higher. These 
chances amount almost to a certainty in 
case of a sudden cold snap, for it is re- 
ported that there is nothing like a sup- 
ply to meet the certain demand in such 
@ case. 

Early yesterday morning there was a 
general and genuine flurry in the local 
wholesale coal market and a telegraphing 
to the mines for the material. The an> 
Swer in almost every case was that the 
coal was ready and waiting to be shipped, 
but that there was simply no way of 
getting it to Atlanta or any of the mar- 
kets in the south. 

One dealer, in speaking of the situation, 
had this to say: 

“The effect of the settlement of the 
strike and the practical recognition of 
the uaion will have a great deal more 
influence in the south than I have seen 
Stated in the press. You see, previous 
to this time, while there were plenty 
of union men inthe southern mines, 
there were also plenty who did not be- 
long to the organization. Now that the 
men in the anthracite fields have won 
out, or at least have shown the wonder- 
ful development of their strength, I un- 
derstand on .the best of authority from 
the mines that the non-union workers 
are hurrying into the Amalgamated Mine 
Workers in great numbers. Of course, 
the effect of such a movement is appa- 
rent to every one. It means that the 
union, which has been strong in the 
south before this time, if the men con- 
tinue to join as they are reported as 
doing, will eventually make the organ- 
ization in this, part of the country as 
solid as that in the anthracite fields otf 
Pennsylvania, That, in turn, means that 
strikes in the south will be very differ- 
ent propositions from anything hereto- 
fore. Up to this time there have been 
enough of the non-union workers to tem- 
per the differencés of opinion between 
employer and employees, but if this keeps 
up the non-urion element will be prac- 
tically eliminated. 

Boycotting Hard Coal. 

“TI also see that the stationary engineers 
who went out: on, strike out of sympathy 
for the Pennsylvania miners are now 
out of jobs and that as a consequence 
their union is trying to establish a boy- 
cott by orderings every member of the 
unfon to refuse’to nse: hard coal. Whether 
they will be strofg enough to carry out 
any such threat or not, of course I am 
not able to say, but it is very evident 
that they feel that they have not been 
treated right in the settlement of the 
strike. Of course, if they were able to 
carry such a boycott to the bitter end, I 
suppose it would mean an increased de- 
mand on the southern flelds, but I very 
much doubt if the movement will amount 
to anything. 

“Another thing: a great deal depends 
on the action of the commission ap- 
pointed to settle the strike. I don’t mean 
in the north alone, but down here, where 
its influence is. bound to be felt. Every 
one seems to be under the impression 


‘that they are going to give everything 


to the strikers... I feel very sure that 
this impression igs an erroneous one. Of 
course, their recognition is in itself a 
great thing, but I for one do not think 
that the commission is going to forget 
the interests of the mine owners. TI dare 
Say great pressure will be brought to 
bear by capital on one side and politics 
on the other, but the men appointed are 
fully acquainted with the gravity and 
far-reaching importance of their decision, 
and I feel sure that the interests of tne 
mine owners will not be forgotten. 

“And right here again is where the 
south becomes vitally interested in the 
way I have mentioned before. Up to 
this time while we have had strikes, they 
have not been after the kind of our north- 
ern neighbors. If the commission grants 
the miners. everything, or practically 
that, it means that after this we will 
have the same sort of thing to contend 
with down here as the operators of the 
anthracite country. As for importation 
of the hard coal to Atlanta or the south. 
I do not expect any for two months at 
least. The mines are far too busy han- 
dling coal for the northern, eastern and 
middle west markets to give any atten- 
tion to us for some time. What interests 
us more than anything else just now, and 
I am sure it is going to interest the con- 
sumers as well, is the car famine and 
the appalling shortage in motive power 
on the part of the coal-carrying rail- 


roads.”’

Civil Service Examiner Begins Work 
in Birmingham. 

Birmingham, Ala., October 27.—Freder- 
ick Wannamaker, civil service exam- 
iner, began an investigation today into 
the alleged “pernicious activity’ of fed- 
eral officeholders In Alabama. The first 
session was held in a room in the govern- 
ment building, but the proceedings were 
not given out for publication. 

Mr. Wannamaker's visit to Birmingham 
is the result of a petition sent to the 
president charging certain officeholders 
with taking an undue interest in polli- 
tics against the president’s previous in- 
structions.

legislature in béhalf of its charter with 
credentials. from council. 

One of the chief features of the meet- 
ing was an effort on the part of Council- 
man Key to insert in the charter a pro- 
vision which would mean the abolish- 
ment of the police board and which 
brought out lively comment. The effort 
met with defeat. 

Adopted by Section. 

The charter was adopted section by 
section, and every member present took 
part in the discussion. An afternoon 
and night session was held, the night 
session being adjourned about 11 o’clock. 
Alderman Welch presided over both ses- 
sions in the absence of Mayor Pro Tem 
Harvey Johnson. : 

The council charter provides for no radi- 
cal caange from the charter now in vogue. 
The charter of the citizens’ committee 


government of the city principally 
through boards, leaving the city council 
merely as a legislative body, while the 
council charter makes no change in tae 
present situation along that line, 

A resolution by Councilman Garrett 
was adopted requesting the legislature 
to insert in the charter act a provision 
to submit the charter to a vote of the 
people.

The resolution to appoint a committee 
of five to work for the defeat of the citl- 
zens: committee caarter was introduced 
by Councilman Winn at the afternoon 
session, but action was deferred until the 
night session. In speaking on the resolu- 
tion, CounciJman Winn said: 

“IT have never seen the necessity of a 
general revision of the city charter. The 
present, charter has served its purpose 
well, Under it this city has grown from 
Marthasville to the great city of Atlanta, 
and I see no reason at this time way 
radical changes should bé made in the 
charter.” 

Two new features of the council charter 
are sections giving the mayor and city 
counci] authority to provide an audi- 
torium and to rent a market house for a 
term not exceeding fifteen years. 

A section contemplating the extension 
the city sewerage system provoked con- 
siderable discussion. The original sec- 
tion provided for the conferring on the 
mayor and council the power to construct 
sewers and drains in Fulton and other 
counties with the authority to condemn 
property, the expense to be borne by the 
city. The section was amended 80 as to 
strike out the provision that the expense 
of extending the sewers is to be borne 
by the city. The idea of this action is 
to secure the cooperation of the county. 
Alderman LaHatte wanted to strike out 
the entire section, but his motion to this 
effect was lost. 

Police Department Under Fire. 

The discussion of the police board matf- 
ter was precipitated by a section provid- 
ing that the chairman of the police com- 
mittee of council shall be an ex-officio 
member of the police board. 

Chairman Key offered a substitute, the 
effect of which was to abolish the police 
board. The substitute specified that the 
police department shal] be under direct 
control ofthe mayor and council and 
that its government shall be adminis- 
tered through the police committee or 
other committee of council. It also spec- 
ified that the two-year term of policemen 
shall cease. 

Mr. Key made’a talk in support of the 
substitute. 

‘I might refer to the police board as 
my pet aversion,’’ he said. : 

He neld up the firé department as 4n 
example of a department under direct 
control of council, declaring that as a re- 
sult it is free of politics. 

Alderman Woodward, in discussing the 
matter, declared that the three captains 
of the police departmem are entirely 
useless. 

“The city,” said he, “is simply throw- 
ing away money on the police captains. 
They are just like the fifth wheel of a 
wagon. I can see no need for them. 
Talk about increasing their salary, I 
don’t think they ought to get their pres- 
ent salary. The sergeants look after 
the men .and they can éasily do the duty 
of the captains. I believe there should 
be a chief, an assistant chief and a man 
at the police station at all times with 
full authority.” 

The substitute of Chairman Key was 
lost on an aye and nay vote. 

Chairman Key then offered an amend- 
ment to the original section to strike 
that portion making the chairman of the 
police committee an ex-officio member of 
the police board. 

“IT will be plain and state my reason for 
this,” said he. “If I have to side with 
either faction of the board, I will side 
with the losing faction. I do not hesitate 
to state that my sympathies are with the 
Brotherton faction and I am frank to 
say I do not wish the other side to get 
in control... This is my reason for desiring 
to eliminate that feature of the section.”’ 

Alderman Woodward said he did not 
think a factional fight in the police board

Clark 
is the democratic nominee for chief jus- 
tice. Thomas H. Hill, who is Clark's in- 
dependent opponent, was in 1888 a candi- 
date for the democratic nomination for 
chief justice, but was defeated by James 
E. Shepperd by a small margin. The in- 
dependents are now sending out great 
quantities of matter attacking Clark.

Northern Store Agents Do Large Bus- 
iness in Mississippi. 

Jackson, Miss., October 27.—(Special.) 
Steps have been taken to suppress the 
army of agents and canvassers of north- 
ern department stores and supply houses, 
who have invaded Mississippi and are 
underselling the local merchants on all 
commodities, making contracts and tak- 
ing orders for almost everything salable 
from a paper of pins to a grand piano. 

A few days since two agents of a Mem- 
phis supply house started to unload two 
car loads of pfoVisions sold to farmers 
living near Magnolia, in Pike county, 
The work was stopped by Sheriff Leggett. 
who demanded the payment of the $50 
privilege license fixed by law for tran- 
sient vendors of merchandise. 

The agents protested, claiming they 
were not liable, and a telegram was sent 
to Auditor Cole asking for .a ruling on 
the subject. The auditor replied that the 
agents were clearly Mable in the sum of 
$50 each, and he, instructed the sheriff 
to enforce the payment of. the license. 

As the county license is one-half of the 
State license, this means that the tran- 
sient vendors must pay $75 in each coun- 
ty visited, which means that there will 
probably be a radical reduction in the 
number of canvassers, who are scattered 
quite thickly over the state. The auditor 
urges all sheriffs to keep a close. lookout 
for the transient vendors and enforce 
prompt payment of the license. : 

Local merchants and dealers have been 
deprived of thousands of dollars worth 
of trade by these agents, and they will 
heartily indorse the action of the auditor 


in directing that the privilege license 


be exacted, thus giving them a fighting 
chance for competition.
